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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  shows  the  obverse  of  the  medal  (see  U819)  struck  in 
1706  to  commemorate  Frederick  IV  of  Denmark  and  Norway  (1699-1730)  and  his  nine  pre¬ 
decessors  of  the  House  of  Oldenburg.  The  three  Scandinavian  countries  had  been  united  to 
form  one  kingdom  in  1397:  Christian,  Count  of  Oldenburg,  became  king  and  founder  of  the 
House  in  1448:  Sweden’s  independence  was  acknowledged  in  1523:  Norway  was  annexed  to 
Sweden  in  1814:  the  last  king  of  the  House  of  Oldenburg  was  Frederick  VII  who  died  in 
1863.  This  handsome  medal  is  the  work  of  Peter  Berg,  who  was  active  in  Copenhagen 
between  1699  and  1730.  A  silver  example  of  the  medal  realised  £3,000  in  Part  1  of  the 
Northumberland  sale  at  Sotheby’s  in  London  in  December  1980. 


EARLY  LEADEN  TOKENS

When  considering  tradesmen's  tokens  one  tends  to  classify  them  as  belonging  to  the  con¬ 
ventional  17th,  18th  or  19th  century  series  so  well-made  in  brass,  copper  or  silver  and  com¬ 
prehensively  written  -up  by  accepted  authorities  on  each  series.  Rarely  is  any  thought  given  to 
the  crude  leaden  tradesmen’s  tokens  which  preceded  the  conventional  issues  in  the  latter  half 
of  the  seventeenth  century.  This  undoubtedly  is  due  to  the  scant  information  about  these 
earlier  pieces,  so  many  of  them  having  been  lost  to  us  through  the  perishable  nature  of  their 
metal  and  low  intrinsic  value  which  did  not  encourage  hoarding.  Because  of  this,  there  has 
been  little  scope  for  an  authoritative  and  descriptive  work.  Also,  the  absence  of  dates  and 
legends  has  discouraged  would-be  investigators  of  this  series.  Apart  from  brief  mentions  in 
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Snelling,  Ruding,  Burn’s  Beaufoy  Cabinet  and  Akerman,  it  was  not  until  Caldecott  and  Yates 
wrote  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  of  1908  that  this  subject  was  dealt  with  in  any 
detailed  manner. 

With  no  claim  for  original  research,  I  felt  that  it  would  be  of  interest  to  write  about  these 
early  leaden  tokens  based  mainly  upon  the  sources  mentioned  above  which  are  not  easily 
accessible  these  days,  and  the  pieces  in  my  own  cabinet. 

The  earliest  written  reference  to  leaden  tokens  was  made  by  the  Dutch  scholar  Erasmus  in 
his  Adagia  printed  in  the  year  1500.  He  records  that  tokens  of  lead  were  in  circulation  in 
England  when  he  was  there  in  1497  and  again  in  1499  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII  and  refers  to 
them  as  Plumbeos  Angliae.  Budelius,  in  his  De  Monetis  et  Re  Numaria  in  1591,  states  that 
leaden  money  was  current  among  the  English  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  tokens  were  made  in  fairly  large  numbers,  all  about  the  same  size  and  presumably  of 
farthing  denomination.  They  had  crude  designs  and  were  often  cast  on  one  side  only  and  it  is 
thought  likely  that  they  were  a  development  of  the  lead  seals  required  by  law  to  be  affixed  by 
woollen  merchants  on  their  lengths  of  cloth  when  baling  them  up  for  sale.  It  is  probable  that 
the  period  of  their  most  general  use  was  from  the  time  of  Henry  VII  to  that  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  They  probably  circulated  within  a  much  more  limited  area  than  the  seventeenth 
century  tokens,  in  fact  the  only  other  district  beyond  those  mentioned  in  the  next  paragraph 
(River  Thames,  London  and  the  Home  Counties)  in  which  they  are  usually  found  seems  to  be 
the  eastern  counties,  in  which  perhaps  they  are  most  common  than  anywhere  else.  This  is 
more  likely  due  to  the  great  cloth  manufacture  carried  on  there. 

The  great  and  unfortunate  feature  of  the  leaden  tokens  is  the  absence  of  information  they 
convey  and,  consequently,  Caldecott  in  examining  his  collection  which  had  come  mainly 
from  the  River  Thames  and  house  demolition  and  excavations  in  London,  was  able  only  to 
classify  the  different  specimens  very  broadly.

The  few  nearly  corresponding  to  and  probably  almost  contemporary  with  the 
seventeenth  century  tokens. 

Those  bearing  dates. 

Those  having  initials  and  either  the  trade  sign  of  the  issuer  or  else  a  trade  emblem 
or  the  arms  of  his  trade  guild. 

Those  bearing  merchants’  marks  which  by  reason  of  these  marks  were  probably 
issued  before  the  year  1600. 

Those  bearing  initials  only  which  from  their  form  are  certainly  not  later  than  1550 
and  some  probably  nearer  to  the  year  1500. 


All  those  mentioned  are  lead  or  some  alloy  of  lead  and  tin  with  an  increasing  hardness  of 
alloy  as  we  get  further  back.  The  pieces  described  by  Caldecott  and  Yates,  except  perhaps  the 
last  class,  bear  upon  them  some  evidence  that  they  were  issued  for  the  purposes  of  trade. 
Other  than,  of  course,  with  those  bearing  dates,  it  was  found  difficult  to  date  any  particular 
class,  except  in  a  very  general  way.  One  class  would  probably  overlap  another  but  the  writers 
have  been  careful  not  to  attribute  to  any  an  undue  antiquity. 

The  circulation  of  leaden  tokens  was  prohibited  after  the  feast  of  the  nativity  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  in  the  year  1613,  upon  the  grant  of  letters  patent  to  John,  Lord  Harrington,  Baron  of 
Exeter,  to  make  farthing  tokens  of  copper.  Despite  this,  lead  tokens  continued  to  be  issued  up 
to  1672  when  regal  copper  coins  replaced  tradesmen’s  tokens,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  late  dates 
on  some  of  them. 

Still  on  the  subject  of  lead  tokens  mention  must  be  made  of  the  large  parcel  of  pewter 
tokens  which  were  discovered  during  excavations  in  1846  at  Aldersgate  Street,  London,  on 
the  outside  of  the  old  London  Wall.  Akerman  expresses  his  opinion  that  they  may  have  been 
tavern  pieces,  Caldecott  and  Yates  consider  them  tokens  bearing  sacred  symbols  and  pilgrim 
figures  to  be  given  away  at  sacred  shrines.  Charles  Roach  Smith,  in  his  Catalogue  of  the 
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Museum  of  London  Antiquities ,  1854,  tends  to  share  Akerman’s  suggestion  of  coincidence 
between  some  types  and  some  traditional  inn  names.  There  the  matter  rested  until  August 
1971,  when  a  hoard  of  similar  pewter  tokens  was  found  at  Winetavern  Street,  Dublin,  which 
through  careful  analysis,  have  proved  like  the  identical  ones  described  by  Akerman,  to  be 
authentic  numismatic  products  of  the  late  thirteenth  century. 

A  preliminary  report  by  Queen’s  University  at  Belfast  confirms  that  the  metal  is  not  lead 
but  a  mixture  of  tin  and  lead  pewter,  with  an  addition  of  bismuth,  bringing  about  crisp  and 
durable  castings.  The  heavy  dumpy  lead  pieces  often  met  with  were  mostly  used  after  1700, 
at  a  time  when  they  had  degenerated  into  mere  alehouse  checks. 
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ACUNUMISMATICS

The  generic  term  of  numismatics  today  embraces  scriptophily  and  notophily  amongst  other 
things  and,  broadly  speaking,  enables  one  to  hoard  anything  from  lumps  of  old  iron  to  com¬ 
pressed  tea  leaves.  I  even  had  a  boiled  sweet  once  which  must  have  merited  some  place  in  the 
numismatic  spectrum  since  it  was  given  to  me  in  Italy  in  lieu  of  small  change,  but 
unfortunately  a  young  visitor  ate  it. 

Acunumismatics  is  the  science  of  collecting  coins  associated  with  needles.  It  is  particularly 
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suited  to  the  beginner  of  limited  resources  since  the  extreme  difficulty  of  finding  anything  to 
collect,  and  the  deplorable  condition  of  anything  one  finds,  means  that  one’s  annual  outlay 
will,  perforce,  be  small.  This  is  not  to  say  that  pieces  do  not  exist.  A  few  years  ago,  I 
purchased  a  mixed  collection  of  coins  which  included  approximately  one-quarter  of  a  Spanish 
dollar  of  Carolus  IIII.  It  appeared  to  have  been  so  abused  that  a  serious  collector  would  nor¬ 
mally  have  regarded  it  with  derision;  the  roughly  cut  edges  are  bevelled  and  covered  with 
countless  fine  scratches.  One  thing  saved  it  from  oblivion.  It  was  in  a  small  paper  envelope  on 
which  was  neatly  written  ‘Part  of  an  Ancient  Spanish  Dollar  as  formerly  used  to  Silver  the 
curring  tools  for  Silver  Ey'd  Needles.  R.S.B.’  The  previous  owner  had  an  ancestor  who  was  a 
needle-maker  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  was  a  perfectly  genuine  note.  It  seems  likely  that 
an  old,  foreign  coin  was  used  as  a  ready  source  of  silver  to  avoid  the  accusation  of  defacing 
currency  of  the  realm.  Apart  from  the  attentions  of  the  needle  maker,  the  coin  has  not  had 
much  wear  and  if  whole,  would  have  been  very  collectable  today. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  any  reader  has  knowledge  of  old  needle  manufacturing 
methods,  probably  in  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  who  can  throw  any  light  on  how 
and  why  the  tools  were  silvered  and  whether  using  foreign  coins  for  the  purpose  was  usual.

Treasure  trove  inquest  on  coin.  Orpington  Times,  23  July 
A  Roman  silver  denarius  coin,  AD  54-68,  found  during  a  dig  in  Orpington,  was  the  subject  of 
a  treasure  trove  inquest  held  by  the  Croydon  Coroner  last  Thursday. 

Mr  Michael  Fortune,  of  Eton  Road,  Orpington,  said  that  he  was  in  charge  of  a  dig 
organised  by  the  Orpongton  and  District  Archaeological  Society  when  it  was  found.  “We 
were  digging  Priory  Gardens  and  came  across  a  Romano-British  layer  that  generally  con¬ 
sisted  of  Roman  pottery,”  he  said.  Among  the  pottery  and  butchered  animal  bones  they 
found  this  one  coin.  “It  is  pure  silver,  and  I  believe  that  Roman  soldiers  were  paid  about  five 
of  them  a  week,”  he  told  the  inquest.  It  was  now  thought  to  be  worth  about  £60. 

Explaining  the  rules  of  treasure  trove  the  Coroner,  Dr  Mary  McHugh  said  that  the  crucial 
thing  was  whether  the  coin  had  been  hidden,  or  was  simply  lost.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
that  it  had  been  abandoned  and  she  recorded  that  it  was  not  treasure  trove.  Now  members  of 
the  Orpington  Archaeological  Society  who  found  the  coin  last  April,  have  presented  it  to  the 
Priory  Gardens  Museum  for  exhibition.  Although  the  coin  was  not  worth  a  great  deal  the 
society  regard  it  as  an  important  find  within  the  area.  “It  indicates  that  there  was  a  Roman 
settlement  within  the  vicinity.  Usually  we  find  indications  of  Roman  remains  in  the  St  Mary 
Cray  area  and  not  as  far  out  as  Orpington,”  said  publicity  officer  Mrs  Val  Satterthwaithe. 

Coins  declared  treasure  trove.  Cambridgeshire  Times,  31  July 
A  hoard  of  valuable  Roman  coins  found  by  a  Wimblington  man  were  declared  treasure  trove 
by  a  jury  at  an  inquest  at  March  on  Tuesday.  But  they  declared  a  further  collection  of  coins 
and  a  selection  of  Roman  jewellery  found  by  Mr  Donald  Amps  could  not  be  classed  as 
treasure  trove. 

The  coins  were  described  by  expert,  Dr  Timothy  Potter,  as  being  extremely  valuable  in  the 
reconstruction  of  our  heritage.  Deputy  district  coroner,  Mr  Bill  Knowles,  said  the  coins  had 
come  to  light  in  September  last  year  although  they  had  been  discovered  over  a  period  of  two 
years.  Drainage  foreman,  Mr  Amps,  of  Stonea  Grange  Farm,  took  the  coins  to  Dr  Potter 
who  was  leading  a  dig  at  Stonea.  The  54  silver  coins  had  been  found  on  ground  owned  by 
Holsworth  Farming  Ltd  with  a  metal  detector.  He  had  also  found  a  variety  of  pottery  pieces 
and  jewellery. 

Dr  Potter,  head  of  Romano-British  antiquities  at  the  British  Museum  in  London,  said  the 
first  collection  of  coins  were  dated  30  years  before  the  colonisation  of  the  Fens  by  the 
Romans.  “It  is  highly  unusual  to  find  anything  like  this  in  Fenland,”  said  Dr  Potter.  He  said 
the  coins  had  been  found  on  a  site  near  to  a  villa  and  had  been  in  a  reasonably  concentrated 
area.  The  second  group  of  38  coins  were  dated  from  54 AD  to  244 AD.  He  explained  that  in 
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that  particular  period  coins  stayed  in  circulation  for  a  long  time.  He  commented  that  the 
coins  had  a  very  high  silver  content  and  could  have  been  buried  in  a  time  of  discontent  when 
the  Romans  in  northern  Europe  were  setting  up  an  empire  of  their  own.  “It  is  unlikely  that 
these  were  casually  lost.  They  were  fairly  precious  objects  even  then.  This  particular  collec¬ 
tion  does  fit  into  a  well  defined  sequence.”  But  the  third  group  of  coins  and  jewellery,  said  Dr 
Potter,  had  been  found  over  a  wide  area  and  he  thought  they  had  not  been  buried  by  one 
person.  He  said  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  value  the  coins  but  they  should  be  housed  in 
a  museum  where  they  could  be  cared  for.

In 
1791  he  became  in  succession  attached,  as  Midshipman, 
to  the  Cambridge  74  and  St.  George  98,  flagships  of  Sir 
Rich.  Bickerton  at  Plymouth;  and  he  next,  from  Feb. 
1793  until  May,  1797,  served,  in  the  same  capacity  and 
as  Master's  Mate,  in  the  Captain  74,  Capts.  Sam. 
Reeve.  Thos.  Seccombe,  John  Smith,  Stewart,  and 
Ralph  Willett  Miller.  In  1  793 — 4  he  served  ashore  at  the 
occupation  of  Toulon,  and  co-operated  in  the  reduction 
of  Corsica,  where  he  assisted  in  dragging  guns  up  the 
hills  and  in  erecting  batteries.  In  1795  he  was  present  in 
Admiral  Hotham's  two  partial  actions.  On  the  first 
occasion,  14  March,  the  Captain  was  for  an  hour  and 
20  minutes  in  close  action  with  Ca  Ira  80  and  Censeur 
74,  whose  united  broadsides  killed  and  wounded  several 
of  her  people,  besides  inflicting  considerable  damage  on 
her  hull,  masts,  and  rigging.  On  the  memorable  14  Feb. 
1797,  when  Sir  John  Jervis  defeated  the  Spanish  fleet  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent.  Mr.  Samwell  fought  as  Master’s  Mate 
under  the  broad  pendant  of  Commodore  Nelson,  and 
was  one  of  those  who  with  the  hero  boarded  the  San 
Nicolas  80  and  San  Josef  112.  After  serving  for  a  few 
weeks  with  Sir  John  Jervis  in  the  Ville  de  Paris  110,  he 
was  nominated,  16  June.  1797,  Acting-Lieutenant  of  the 
Mutine  18,  Capts.  Thos.  Masterman  Hardy  and  Wm. 
Hoste;  in  which  vessel,  being  confirmed  to  her  by  com¬ 
mission  dated  6  Feb.  1798,  he  performed  the  duties  of 
First-Lieutenant  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile.  He  continued 
to  serve  in  her  -  participating  intermediately  in  many 
cutting  out  affairs  on  the  south  coast  of  France  -  until 
July,  1801,  where  the  effects  of  a  severe  hurt,  received  in 
the  preceding  year,  obliged  him  to  invalid.  His  last 
appointments  were  -  in  March,  1804,  for  five  months  to 
the  Goliath  74.  Capt.  Chas.  Brisbane,  stationed  in  the 
Channel  -  6  April,  1805,  to  the  Sea  Fencible  service  - 
and,  in  April,  1807,  to  the  charge  of  a  Signal-station  in 
the  island  of  Sheppy,  where  he  remained  (with  the 
exception  of  an  interval  of  18  months  in  1814-15)  until 
23  March,  1816.  He  became  a  Retired  Commander  on 
the  Junior  List  26  Nov,  1830;  and  on  the  Senior  9  June, 
1841.
